AN ACT to amend section 633m of the statutes, relating to the
‘Wisconsin national guard.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTiON 1. Section 633m is amended to read: Section 633m.
The organization, armament, and discipline of the Wisconsin na-
tional guard shall be the same as that which is now, or may here-
after be preseribed for the regular and volunteer armies of the
United States; and the governor may by order perfect such or-
ganization, armament and discipline, at any time, so as to com-
ply with the laws, rules and regulations that may he preseribed
for the regular and volunteer armies of the United States; and
the governor shall have power to fix and from time to time to
alter the maximum number of enlisted men which shall form
part of any organization of the Whsconsin national guard; pro-
vided, that such maximum shall not exceed the statutory maxi-
mum prescribed for a like organization of the regular army.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 53.

AN ACT to amend chapter 395, laws of 1911, conferring upon
the municipal court of Milwaukee county concurrent juris-
diction with the circuit court in matters pertaining to writs
of habeas corpus.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Chapter 395, laws of 1911, is amended to read:
(Chapter 395, laws of 1911) Section 1. The municipal court
of the city and county of Milwaukee is hereby given eoncurrent
jurisdietion equal with the cireuit court in all divorce and bas-
tardy proceedings or actions and tn all matters pertaining to
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wrils of habeas corpus, and the judge of said court is hereby
given and granted the same powers with reference to all matters
and proceedings on writs of habeas corpus as a judge of the cir-
cust court. All summonses, records, orders, and judgments in
said bastardy and divorce proceedings shall be filed with the clerk
of the circuit court, provided, however, that no such actions and
proceedings shall be commenced in said municipal eourt. The
said municipal judge shall have the same powers in all matters
and proeceedings in said divorce and bastardy cases as the circuit
Judges, and said municipal judge may at any time be requested
by the judge of any circuit court to hear, try, and determine any
such divoree or bastardy action. This act shall not be held to
apply to the municipal court created by chapter 549, laws of
1909. ‘

1.) (e¢) More than fifteen wild ducks of any va-
riety, except wood duck, (including American coot or mud hen),
plover, snipe, rail and rice hens;

(d) Any Mongolian, Chinese, or English pheasant, swan,
bobwhite, * * * quail, Hungarian partridge or wood duck;

SectioNn 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
